An earlier PLO statement in 
Beirut said the car bomb attacks 
were part of a “systematic cara- 
.paign of terror by Israeli occu- 
pation authorities against Pales- 
tinian nationalists.” 

The statement charged Israel 
was trying to “muzzle the free 
voice of the Palestinian people 
under occupation.” 

In Washington, the United 
States expressed outrage and 
shock over the attacks and said the 
incidents could only hurt Israeli- 
Egyptian talks on Palestinian aut- 
onomy. 

“We are deeply shocked and 
saddened by these terrible acts, ” 
State Department spokesman 
Hodding Carter said. 

In London, three Palestinian 
leaders -expelled last month from 
the occupied West Bank said the 
three Arab mayors attacked there 
today by car bombers had been 
“exposed to murder.” 

“Jewish extremists have all the' 
sympathy and support and pro- 
tection of the Israeli government. 
There is no security now for 
Arabs,” their main spokesman, 
Mr. Mohammad Milhera, mayor 
of Halhoul, told a London press 
conference. 

Asked who was responsible for 
the attacks, he said: “it was 
planned — most probably in the 
ministry of defence.” 

Mr. Milhem was speaking at the 
conference with Hebron Mayor 
Fahd Ai Qawasmi and the Muslim 
judge of Hebron, Sheikh Rajab AJ 
Taroimi. All three bad been 
deported four weeks ago fol- 
lowing a Palestinian attack on 
Jewish settlers in Hebron on May 
3 in which six Israelis died. 

A British foreign office 
spokesman, questioned about the 
bomb attacks, told reporters: 
“This kind of deplorable incident • 
hampers the search for peace in 
die area." 

The two mayors visiting Lon- 
don were later today holding talks 
With foreign office officials. 

In Cairo, Egypt desribed the car 
bomb attacks as deplorable. 

A foreign ministry official said 
Egypt had asked Israel and the 
United Stares for a full account 
and was “following with deep con-' 
cern these deplorable incidents” 
He said Egypt would wait for 
full information before making its 
position known.

RAMALLAH, occupied West Bank, June 2 
(Agencies— Saboteurs planted car-bombs today that 
seriously wounded two Palestinian mayors, nar-

“The people feel anger,' protest 
and confusion,” a Palestinian 
journalist said. West Bankers met 
to plan further demonstrations, 
and in the occupied Gaza Strip the 
city council resigned to protest the 
unprecedented assassination 
attempts. 

The bombings incapacitated 
Nablus Mayor Bassam Shak'a and 
Ramallah Mayor Karim KhaJaf. 
two of the most vociferous West 
Bank radical spokesmen remain- 
ing since Israel deponed rwo 
mayors after a Palestinian ambush 
in Hebron m which slaying six 
Israeli settlers were killed a month 
ago. 

The 48-year-old Mr. Shak'a, 
who was almost deported last 
year, lost both legs at the knees 
when his car blew up as he started 
to drive it to his office in Nablus. 
“He was blown outside the car 
without his legs,” the mayors 
17-year-old son Nidal said. 

The neighbourhood where Mr. 
Khalaf lives in Ramallah, was 
rocked by a powerful blast when 
he started his car.

The Nablus hospital sources 
said that when Mayor Shak'a 
opened his eyes following the 
operation he said: “They can cut 
off my legs but they cannot cut out 
my Palestinian nationalist heart.”

Arab spokesmen urge sanctions against Israel, 
warn U.S. not to veto Mideast peace initiatives 


UNITED NATIONS, June 2 
(R)— Arab ^spokesmen today* 
called for sanctions against Israel 
and warned the United States of 
severe repercussions if it vetoed 
new Middle East peace initiatives 
in the Security Council. 

The council is expected to be 
called into session shortly to dis- 
cuss the situation in Israeli- 
occupied Arab territories. 

Mr. Clovis Maksoud, U.N. rep- 
resentative of the Arab League, 
said whether the Arab oil pro- 
ducers decided to revive the 1973 
oil embargo would depend on 
“the level of provocation.” 

Mr. Zuhdi Terzi, delegate of the 
Palestine Liberation Organisation 
(PLO), said a move might be 
made to reject Israel from the 
General Assembly, as was done 
with South Africa in 1974. “The 
UN. cannot permit criminals and 
racists to be in its midst,” Mr. 
Terzi told reporters. 

The Arab representatives spoke 
at a press conference called in 
response to President Carter’s 
threat to veto any West European 
peace initiative for the Middle 
East. President Carter claimed 
any new peace initiative would 
damage the 1978 Camp David 
accords. 

Mr. Maksoud linked recent 
American pronouncements con- 
cerning the Middle East to the 
current presidential election cam- 


paign and' accused the U.S. of 
allowing politics to replace policy. 

He said that, as a result, the 
Middle East situation was becom- 
ing increasingly dangerous. 

Mr. Terzi said the incidents in 
the West Bank area today, in 
which two Palestinian mayors 
were severely injured in bomb 
blasts, were supported by the 
Israeli authorities, who bad the 
“full support and financing by the 
federal government of the U.S." 

He said the Palestinians held 
the U.S. administration equally ' 
responsible with the Israelis "for 
jthe crimes committed this morn- 
ing” 

Mr. Maksoud said President 
-Carter was trying to pre-empt 
initiatives bv the international 


community to' bring about a just 
Middle East settlement. 

. The Arab League spokesman 
said that while he did not know 
what form these initiatives might 
take, be could say categorically 
that Camp David had turned out a 
total failure. 

Mr. Terzi said Israel had 
become increasingly militant in its 
policies as a result of encour- 
agement from Egyptian President 
Anwar Sadat, Mr. Carter and 
Israeli Prime Minister Menachem 
Begin, “the unholy trio in the 
Camp David accords.” 

The PLO delegate said con- 
sultations had begun with a view 
to calling for a meeting of the Sec- 
urity Council to consider today's 
West Bank incidents, and there 


would be a separate debate in the 
council on the Israeli move to con- 
solidate its control of all 
Jerusalem, regarded by Israel as 
its capital. 

Among the proposals that 
would be made was the invoking 
of mandatory sanctions against 
Israel, he said. If this were blocked 
by veto, the General Assembly 
could take up the matter at a spe- 
cial session. 

The assembly cannot, however, 
apply mandatory measures. 
“Maybe the fate of Israel at the 
U.N. will not be any different from 
the fate of South Africa,” the PLO 
delegate said, alluding to the 
assembly's outster of the South 
African delegation, as a protest 
against the republic's race policy.

Israel restricts distribution

TEL AVIV, June 2 (Agencies) — The Israeli military government 
has banned the distribution on the occupied West Bank of two East 
Jerusalem Arabic newspapers. Distribution in occupied Jerusalem is 
not affected. 

Military sources said lastnight that Al Shaab and Ai Fajr were 
accused of mating violence against the Israeli occupation authorities 
and contributing to the recent unrest that resulted in violent clashes 
and demonstrations. 

Al Shaab is regarded as the unofficial organ of the Palestine ' 

■ Liberation Organisation (PLO), Al Fajr takes a strongly left-wing 
Hoe. 

A thir d occupied Jerusalem paper, Al Kuds, was warned by the 
Israeli authorities to avoid inriiement, but will continue to be sold on 
the West Bank. 

■ - The managing editor of Al Shaab, Mr. Akram Haniya, said he 
-would appeal to the Israeli Supreme Court against the ban. “This is 

another step to gag anybody who opposes the Camp David agree- 
ments,” Mr, Haniya said. 

Israeli law requires the Arabic papers to submit all news items to a 
military censorship board. At certain times they demand to review 
advertisements as well. 

According to Israel Radio, Prime Minister Menachem Begin 
ordered tire ban on West Bank distribution in his capacity as acting 
defence minister following die resignation of Ezer Weizman on May 
25. 

The radio reported that Mr. Weizman had ordered the ban, which . 
• was made under a set of emergency defence regulations left over 
from British mandatory rule, and then cancelled it before he res- 
igned. 


BEIRUT June 2 l Agencies) -- 
Lebanese President Elias Sarkis 
today began a new round of con- 
sultations with political leaders on 
a national accord to restore peace 
after more than five years of 
armed clashes and instability. 

A first round of discussions was 
held shortly before President Sar- 
kis outlined in a public address the 
accord's general principles which 
affirm, among other things, that 
Lebanon is an active member of 
the Arab League. 

The president called for the 
smooth implementation of 
agreements concluded between 
Lebanon and the Palestine Lib- 
eration Organisation (PLO), and 
said Lebanon adhered to its spe- 
cial relationship with neighbour- 
ing Syria. 

He also stressed Lebanon’s 
unity and territorial integrity and 
its categorical rejection of any 
mini-states within its 
internationally-recognised bor- 
ders. 

President Sarkis also expre- 
ssed support for the Palestine 
cause and rejection of “all forms 
of cooperation with the Israeli 
enemy.” 

Although the principles were 
announced in March and were met 
with approval by political groups, 
they have not been implemented. 

informed sources said this was 
due to differences over certain 
details which some leaders wanted 
to be dealt with before actual 


implementation of the national 
accord. 

Differences have been reported 
even among govemnem leaders, 
including divergent views over 
reorganising the army which 
almost disintegrated during the 
1975-76 civil war. 

Political sources said the pres- 
ident's eventual aim is to have a 
new cabinet grouping the various 
conflicting sides and shouldering 
the burden of rebuilding the coun- 
try. 

About 150 people were killed in 
acts of violence in Lebanon iasr 
month, the highest figure this 
year, according to reliable 
sources. 

They said the toll was 144, 
compared with 100 in April and 
130 in February. 

The death toll in May included 
about 35 people killed in dashes 
in southern Beirut and in southern 
Lebanon between rival aimed 
groups. 

' In addition. 23 people were 
killed in the south last month in 
clashes involving Palestinian 
commandos and Israelis. 

There were also about 50 explo- 
sions, compared with 60 in April. 

Lebanon and developments in 
the area were discussed yesterday 
at a meeting in Damascus between 
Syrian Deputy Prime Minister and 
Foreign Minister Abdul Halim 
Khaddam and delegations rep- 
resenting the Lebanese Amal 
movement and the Nationalist 


Socialist Party, official sources 
said. 

The AmaJ movement has been 
involved in bloody clashes in 
Beirut over the past three days. 

Meanwhile, an armoured Israeli 
force penetrated southern Leba- 
non today in what a United 
Nations spokesman said was a 
search for Palestinian com- 
mandos. 

Spokesman Samir San bar said 
the intruding force, estimated at 
100 rolled across the border into 
an area controlled by the Dutch 
battalion of U.N. peacekeeping 
forces in southern Lebanon at 
0750 local time (0550 GMT). 

They pulled out “in a southerly 
direction” at 1315 local time 
(1I5GMT) and Dutch troops 
were deployed tp block a repet- 
ition of the Israeli incursion, Mr. 
Sanbar said. 

Meanwhile, an Irish UNIFIL 
sergeant was killed and nine Irish 
soldiers were injured when their 
armoured personnel carrier over- 
turned in an area a few kilometres 
east of the spot where the Israelis 
moved in, Mr. Sanbar reported. 

He ^withheld the name of the 
dead sergeant pending notifi- 
cation of his next of kin. 

Mr. Sanbar said the death 
brought the total UNIFIL 
fatalities to 42 since the 6,000- 
strong force was dispatched to 
southern Lebanon in 1978 to 
serve as a buffer between com- 
;tnandos and the Israeli forces. 


Mr. Audeh Ranrissi. told repor- 
ters: “This is the lowest point the 
Israelis have reached. It is the wic- 
kedest thing that has happened to 
us in all the time of Israeli oppres- 
sion." 

The Israeli military commander 
in the West Bank, Brig. Benyamin 
Ben Eliezer, told reporters he had 
placed a guard on other Arab 
mayors in the area. 

The mood of Palestinian protest- 
spread to Gaza where Mayor 
Rashad Al Sfaawa told Reuters 
that be had resigned along with bis 
entire town council. Mr. Shawa 
said: “We have resigned in protest 
at the bombings and because of 
the iron policy of the Israeli gov- 
ernment. 

“1 am breaking off all contact 
with the Israeli military 
authorities and am staying at 
home. Mr. Begin can run the mun- 
icipality." 

Bethlehem Mayor Elias Freij 
said he will resign tomorrow in 
protest against the bomb attacks. 
“They were shameful actions and 
represent a serious deterioration . 
iir the area ” Mayor Freij told 
reporters. 

Promising “intensive inves- 
tigation”, Prime. Minister 
Menachem Begin cautioned 
against blaming anyone “before 
we have facts and proof.” 

When he mentioned the bomb- 
ings in a Knesset debate, com- 
munist legislators caused an 
uproar by shouting protests saying 
Mr. Be gin’s government gave a 
free hand to Jewish extremists. 

Israeli moderates were quick to 
condemn the bombings. Former 
General Mordechai Peled, now a 
leader of the dovish Shell! Party, 
called on Israeli authorities “to 
strike at the Jewish underground 
which is Attacking the population 
of the conquered territories.” 

In Tel Aviv, Shelli and the 
“Peace Now” movement called 
for an official crackdown on the 
well-stocked armouries main- 
tained by Jewish settlers in 
occupied territory. 

A leading moderate in -the 
• opposition Labour Party, Mr. 
Yossi Sa'id, told reporters: 
“These explosions have destroyed 
the illusion that we can live 
together with the Arabs and keep 
eternal control of the occupied 
territories." 

“The West Bank military gov- 
ernor vowed to prevent dis- 
turbances in the West Bank, which 
has been under a “hard hand" pol- 
icy since the Hebron ambush. 

Palestinians quickly accused 
Israeli extremists, who are typified 
by American-born Rabbi' Meir 
Kahane'. founder of the Jewish 
Defence League. The rabbi is in 
prison without official charges, 
held under an administrative 
detention regulation on suspecion 
of plotting revenge for the Hebron 
ambush of settlers. 

“We should have expected 
these things with the tough meas- 
ures only against the mayors while 
the settlers were free to move 
around,” AI Bireh city engineer 
Munir Treisb said. “The Kahane 
people made threats, and now I 
think they are carrying them out.” 
Rabbi Kahane’s deputy, Mr. 
Yossi Dayan, said the attack could 
have been carried out either by 
“good Jews” or. by Palestinian 
provocateurs. “I sympathise com- 
pletely with this.” 

Even though Rabbi Kahane is 
in prison, Mr. Dayan commented, 
“it seems the underground 2 de$ 
on operating without him”’ 
the bombings came h month to 
the day after the Hebron ambush.

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The real villains 


IT DOESN'T matter on whom the blame is put for yes- 
terday's bomb outrages in the occupied West Bank, nor 
even which parties may eventually be found guilty of these 
crimes. 

There is no question where the responsibility ulti- 
mately lies for the climate of repression and violence and 
intimidation which has prevailed in the occupied territories 
in recent weeks. 

That responsibility must be laid directly at the door of 
those who have callously and wilfully set out to frustrate the 
aspirations of the Palestinian people to realise their right to 
achieve their national identity and to live peacefully in their 
own homeland. The real villains of this piece are the Camp 
David partners— Israel, Egypt and the United States of 
America. 

As the occupying power, of course, Israel cannot 
escape the immediate responsibility of pursuing the offen- 
sive and oppressive practices in the West Bank and Gaza 
which have brought us to this present tragic juncture. By 
turning a blind eye to the criminal depradations of fanatical 
groups such as Gush Emunim and Kah one’s Kach ter- 
rorists, the Begin regime must assume complicity with the 
rising crescendo of vicious and brutal attacks which those 
outlaws have been perpetrating against the peaceable 
civilian population of the West Bank. Neither by jailing' 
Kahane himself nor by holding those extremist groups 
culpable for this latest outrage can the Israelis— with Begin 
himself now serving as defence minister with direct respon- 
sibility for administering the occupied territories— escape 
the full and horrible onus for the specific crimes of 
attempted murder that have now been added to their his- 
toric practice of directing official terrorism against Arab 
peoples. 

We will inevitably be treated to American expressions 
of “regret” at this latest incident in the “tragic cycle of 
violence” in the Middle East. But we must hold the Carter 
administration more responsible than any other party 
(even more than the Israelis, who are behaving in a manner 
to which we have become accustomed) for encouraging and 
abetting that. woeful spiralof violence, right up to this latest 
monstrous twist. 

It is no coincidence that the scale of Israeli oppression 
and intimidation of the Palestinians has reached new 
heights with the collapse of the Camp David-mandated 
negotiations on Palestinian “autonomy.” Having failed to 
complete the subjugation of the Palestinian people through 
that diplomatic charade, the Israelis have dearly opted for 
dosing the circle through blatant physical aggression— from 
the expansion and hastening of the settlement programme, 
to the authorisation of vigilante tactics by armed Jewish 
extremists, to the expulsion— and now the attempted 
liquidation— of the most popular and powerful symbols of 
Palestinian nationalism still left in the occupied territories. 
These things the Israelis have proceeded to do without 
demur from the Americans whose arms and aid and moral 
support make such polides and practices posable in the 
first place. 

America and Israel shall reap what they sow in this 
obscene affair. Their responsibility to the families and 
friends and compatriots of the victims of yesterday’s out- 
rages in Nablus and Ramallah and AJ Bireta and Hebron is 
direct and immediate and inescapable. But their ultimate 
accountability— almost certainly at their own expense— will 
be to history itself. 


ARAB PRESS COMMENTARY 


AL RA’L Israef s suggestion that its border whfa Lebanon be altered 
reveals the inability of the Arabs not only to deal with the Lebanese 
situation, but also to come to any understanding of the true dimensions of 
this tragedy. 

This simply means That the Zionist entity wants this time to expand not 
through aggression and direct occupation of land belonging to an inde- 
pendent and sovereign slate, but as a property owner who demands, his 
alleged right through negotiations and dialogue. The enemy is confident 
that South Lebanon is a titbit it can swallow at any time. But the use of 
force to obtain this morsel would arouse international feelings against 
it— which it can do without. 

In other words, the enemy has realised that South Lebanon is up for 
grabs, enjoying no military or political protection from the Arab Nation. 
Why should Israel entangle itself in a military operation to occupy land 
which is already under ttsde facto contraband why should it sacrifice what 
remains of its international support to consolidate this occupation, with- 
out much benefit? 


Japan , Jordan issue communique 


Okita meets King after Jordan visit 


LONDON, June 2 (JNA)-His 
Majesty King Hussein met at his 
residence in London today with 
the Japanese Foreign Minister, 
Mr. Saburo Okita. They reviewed 
Middle East developments and 
Mr. Okita expressed his gov- 
ernment’s concern for the 
achievement of a just and durable 
peace in the Middle East. 

Mr. Okita left Amman yes- 
terday at the end of a two-day visit 
to Jordan. A joint statement 
issued just before his departure 
reiterated Japan's position in 
favour of Israeli withdrawal from 
all occupied Arab territories, 
including Jerusalem and con- 


demned Israeli settlements in the 
occupied Arab territories. It also 
called for the withdrawal of Soviet 
troops from Afghanistan and an 
early peaceful resolution of the 
problem of U.S. hostages in Iran. 

The statement said that Mr. 
Okita and Minister of State for 
Foreign Affairs Marwan AJ Qasem 
“agreed that an early realisation 
of a just and lasting peace in the 
Middle East in essential and vital 
to world peace. ..Minister Okita 
reaffirmed the position of the 
Japanese government that it is 
necessary to implement, as soon as 
possible, the Security Council 
Resolutions 242 and 338. The two

and scientific streams at the sec- 
ondary level with a broad cur- 
riculum of studies that would 
include both scientific and literary 
-studies which would be sup- 
plemented by elective courses. 

Another recommendation 
called for limiting the number of 
students at academic secondary 
schools in accordance with criteria .

Apicorp profits hit $30m 

BAHRAIN. June 2 (R) -- The Arab Petroleum 
Investments Corporation (Apicorp), jointly 
owned by nine Arab states, made a profit of 100 
million Saudi rivals (S30 million) last year. Chief 
Executive Nurredin Frarraj said today. 

Dr. Frarraj told the official Saudi News Agency 
that 61.5 million riyals ($ 1 8 million) of the profits 
would be distributed among the shareholding 
stales, which are the nine members of the Organ- 
isation of Arab Petroleum Exporting Countries 
(OAPEC). 

The agency >aid the profits declared last week at 
board meeting in the Apicorp headquarters in Al 
Khobar. Saudi Arabia, were 65 per cent higher 
than last year’s. 

The board meeting also decided to finance a 
lubricating oil factory and a detergents plant and 
to lend the slate -owned Abu Dhabi Gas Liquefac- 
tion Company in the United Arab Emirates 
(UAE) SI 50 million for a gas gathering scheme, 
hoard member Mr. Ahmad Mirza told the official 
Emirates News Agency. 

The Qatar News Agency quoted officials in the 
Abu Dhabi National Oil Company as saying the 
lubricating oil factory would he in fhc UAE and 
the detergents plant cither in Syria or Iraq. 

The nine membersuf O APEC are Saudi Arabia 
. Kuwait. Iraq, the Libyan Jumuhiriyah. Algeria, 
the United Arab Emirates. Qatar. Syria and 
Bahrain. Egypt was a member but was suspended 
after signing a peace treaty with Israel. 


E. Germany restricts petrol 

EAST BERLIN. June 2 (R) — East Germany 
yesterday banned East European visitors from 
buying petrol for cash in a move apparently aimed 
at stemming a daily influx of Polish and Czechos- 
lovak motorists who cross the border n> tank upon 
cheap fuel. 


Filling station attendants in East Berlin said 
that car drivers from all Soviet bloc states except 
the Soviet Union had to buy their petrol with 
special coupons bought in their own country. They 
said the cost of the coupons was fixed at the same 
level as the price of petrol in each country. 

Over the past year fuel prices have rocketed in 
most East European countries and are now on 
average almost double the East German price of 
1 .65 marks (92 cents) a litre of super. 

Up until 1978 East Germany's petrol price, 
stable now for more than two decades, was the 
highest in the Soviet bloc, but in the past few 
months thousands of motorists, chiefly from 
Poland, have streamed across the border to fill 
their cars. 

Informed sources said the influx had seriously 
strained East Germany’s already limited fuel 
reserves and caused widespread shortages in bor- 
der areas. 


WFC urges wheat reserves 

MANILA. June 2 ( R) — The World Food Council 
(WFC) will press for the early establishment of 
sizeable wheat reserves as an essential element of 
an international wheat agreement, WFC Pres- 
ident Arturo Tanco said here. 

1 M r. T anco. who is Philippine agriculture mmis- 
tcr. told the Philippine news agency before leaving 
for the sixth WFC ministerial council meeting 
opening tomorrow in Arusha. Tanzania, that the 
WFC may support International Wheat Council 
efforts towards such an agreement. The council 
would also consider a "food crisis pledge" to try to 
minimise panic behaviour on world markets in 
items of short supply. 

A food entitlement scheme would seek to 
reverse growing mass hunger and over- 
dependency by the third world on food imports, 
and at the same time increase production, Mr. 
Tanco said.

U.N. Council for Namibia 
urges S. Africa sanctions 


ALGIERS, June 2 ( R) — A five-day special conference of the United 
Nations Council for Namibia ended last night in Algiers with a call for 
economic sanctions against South Africa. 

The 31-nation council, Namibia's theoretical government since 
the U.N. General Assembly ended South Africa's mandate on the 
territory in 1966, requested the Security Council to “convene 
urgently to impose comprehensive and mandatory sanctions” on the 
Pretoria government. 

The council called on the international community to intensify 
efforts for the complete and effective isolation of South Africa. It 
urged all countries to refuse to recognise any internal settlement and 
reaffirmed that free and fair elections under U.N. supervision and 
control were a condition of any peaceful settlement in the South 
Africa-administered territory. 

The council asked the Security Council to declare categorically 
that the port enclave of Walvis Bay was an integral part of the former 
German colony and that the issue should not be left for negotiation 
between an independent Namibia and South Africa. 

It decided to hold hearings on what it called the illegal exploitation 
of Namibian uranium by South Africa and other foreign economic 
interests. The hearings will begin in New York on July 7, informed 
sources said. 

The council condemned illegal exploitation of Namibia's marine 
resources — u move believed to be aimed at Soviet fishing fleets 
which informed sources said were active off the Namibian coast. 

It reaffirmed its support for the South West African Peoples’ 
Organisation (SWAPO) as the sole and authentic representative of 
the Namibian people and commended the intensification of the 
guerrilla war against South African rule under the leadership of Mr. 
Sam Nujoma. 

Conference sources said Western members of the council expre- 
ssed reservations at this and at the possibility of sanctions, which they 
felt could provide South Africa wilh an excuse to reject the U.N. plan 
for Namibia's independence. 

The sources said that Botswana, although a “front-line” sate, also 
expressed reservations at the call for sanctions because of its 
economic dependence on South Africa. 


Scores of fire engines joined in 
the battle and police said they had 
thrown every available man into 
the hum for the saboteurs.

Meanwhile in Cape Town 
today, coloured (mixed race) 
demonstrators stoned white- 
owned buses at the start of a boy- 
cott of bus services in a protest 
against increased fares. 

Glass was scattered at the bus 
terminus in the coloured suburb of 
Elsies River where last week two 
students were shot and killed by 
police during stone-throwing inci- 
dents. 

The boycott, which is endorsed 
by more than 40 coloured com- 
munity organisations, is pan of 
smouldering unrest in the col- 
oured community spearheaded by 
students who have been protesting 
for more than six weeks over racial 
inequality in education 


The reserve army base, scarred by two Fire -blackened mess 
halls, a barracks and another building, was quiet today.

Campaigning begins for 
Japan’s general election 


TOKYO, June 2 lR) - Cam- 
paigning for the June 22 general 
election officially started today 
with caretaker prime minister 
Masayoshi Ohira in a hospital bed 
with heart trouble. 

The 70-year-old prime minister 
dissolved rhe 511 -seat lower 
house two weeks ago after the 
Chamber, the main legislative 
body in Japan’s bicameral par- 
liament. unexpectedly passed an 
opposition-backed no confidence 
motion in his government. 

The motion was accepted after a 
revolt by 69 members of Mr. 
Ohira’ s own Liberal Democratic 
Party (LDP) who refused to vote 
against the motion. 

As campaigning started, Mr.

Greek, Turkish military manoeuvres 
threaten to worsen strained relations 


ATHENS. June 2 (Rl — Greece 
and Turkey, hostile neighbours in 
an arms race, each hold military 
exercises in disputed areas of the 
Aegean Sea this month raising 
fears of a further deterioration in 
relations. 

The rwo countries are nom- 
inally allies in the North Atlantic 
Treaty Organisation |NATO) but 
relations are strained over Cyprus 
and territorial rights in the 
Aegean. They have embarked on 
an arras race, with each spending 
about one quarter of its state 
budget on defence. 

Now they are preparing to hold 
separate naval and air man- 
oeuvres, apparently at the same 
time. Military sources said Turkey 
would begin its exercises in the 
first two weeks of June. 

The Greek fleet and air force 
also will hold manoeuvres in rhe 
first half of June. The Greek 
ministry of defence has said its 
exercises would continue 
throughout the summer as part of 
a training programme intended to 
improve inter-service coop- 
eration. 

Athens has been officially 
notified of the Turkish exercises, 
but an authoritative source .said 
yesterday Greece was not pre- 
pared to tolerate any violation of 
its ten-mile air space and sea 
limits. 

Ankara has repeatedly rejected 
Greek demands for Turkish exer- 
cises ten miles from Greek ter- 
ritory. It said Turkish forces would 
observe a six- mile limit. 

Greece withdrew from NATO's 
military’ structure in the summer 
of 1974 after Turkey sent troops 
to northern Cyprus. 

Greece is now seeking a return 
under a special relationship which 
would enable it to have the armed 
forces under national command, 
except in a major Easr-West con- 
flict when they would revert to 
NATO command. 

Greece maintains that its return 
should be based on a 1978 agree- 
ment by a former NATO com- 
mander.

VTLA, New Hebrides, June 2 
(R)--Nearly 1.000 refugees were 
evacuated peacefully tonight from 
rhe rebel -held New Hebrides 
island of Espiritu Santo. 

About 800 plantation workers 
armed with bows and arrows 
seized government buildings on 
the island last Wednesday. They 
are backed by some 50 French- 
speaking Europeans with rifles 
and shotguns. 

The rebels are demanding aut- 
onomy for Espiritu Santo when 
the New Hebrides, ruled jointly by 
Britain and France, becomes 
independent on July 30. The two 
countries are due to discuss the 
situation in Paris today. 

Meanwhile, informed sources 
on the French Pacific island of 
New Caledonia said a platoon of 
French paramilitary police had 
been placed on alert for possible 
intervention in the New Hebrides. 

But rhe sources said the police 
were not expected to move until 
after today's meeting in Paris. 
New Caledonia has no plans to 
evacuate French nationals from 
Espiritu Santo but 50 tourists 
from New Caledonia are expected 
to be evacuated by sea. 


In today's evacuation four boats 
ferried the refugees, whb included 
Britons, New Zealanders and 
Australians, to the island of 
Malekula 32 kilometres to the 
south from where they were trans- 
ferred to the capital Vila on the 
island of Efate. 

Eight small vessels, including 
the British resident com- 
missioner’s launch, inter-island 
traders and sailing yachts, were 
used in the rescue operation. 

The government, headed by 
chief minister and prime 
minister-elect Father Walter Uni, 
is waiting for a reply from Britain 
and France to his request for assis- 
tance in quelling the rebellion. 

A spokesman For Father Lini 
said the government was unable to 
rake independent action as police 
trained to deal with civil dis- 
turbances remained under the 
control of the British and French. 

Father Lini’s private secretary 
Mr. Peter Kauiakoto told repor- 
ters: “If the rebels do not want to 
negotiate or surrender, the gov- 
ernment has approached the 
United Nations for a military unit 
with military advisers, and forces 
will move in and take over the 
island by force,” he said.

NATO defence ministers to discuss 
response to Soviet missile build-up 


BRUSSELS, June 2 (R) - NATO 
defence ministers will meet 
tomorrow to study the alliance's 
response to a Soviet build-up of 
tactical, medium-range and 
strategic nuclear missiles, accord- 
ing to diplomatic sources. 

The two-day meeting takes 
place at an air base at Bodo, above 
the Arctic Circle in Norway, and 
comes during a standstill in 
East-West arms control negoti- 
ations. 

NATO sees the most serious 
imbalance in favour of the East as 
medium-range weapons, with 
SS-20 rockets and the Tupolev- 26- 
” backfire” bomber being speedily 
put in place. 

To counter the threat. NATO 
decided in December to mod- 
ernise its arsenal by producing and 
deploying nearly 600 Pershing-11 
and low-flying Cruise missiles in 
Western Europe. 

But the first new weapons will 
not be ready before 1983. The 
U.S. plans to have 1 60 Cruise mis- 
siles in place in Europe by the end 
of the 1985 and all of them should 
be operational bv 1988 


In the meantime, 150 Soviet siies in Western Europe. 


SS-20s are already in place. One 
more comes out each week and 
the Soviet Union will soon have 
four warheads instead of three on 
these multiple independently- 
targettable re-entry vehicles 
(MIRVs), according to NATO 
intelligence sources.

The Year of the Child aroused 
concern for the world's 1,500 mil- 
lion children. In a way, that was 
the eaty part. Somehow that con- 
cern now has to be translated into 
action to make their environment 

■ a better place to grow up in. But 
with 350 million children lacking 
even basic needs like food and 
shelter, it will be a daunting task. 

In its latest State of the Envi- 
ronment Report, the United 
Nations Environment Programme 
(UNEP) sets out the practical 
ways in which the quality of life of 
every child could be improved: 
better housing, clean water, less 
pollution, more schools and so on. 

In the developing world, the 
first task is to make sure today’s 
children survive to become adults. 
In the industrialised countries 
there are an average 15 deaths per 
1 ,000 live births — in the poorer 
African and Asian nations that 
figure rises to 129. Weakened by 
malnutrition, most die from pre- 
ventable diseases. 

The worst killer is filthy water. 
A long list of diseases like cholera, 
typhoid and typhus are associated 
with dirty water. WHO has esti- 
mated that up to SO per cent of 
disease cases are traceable to 
impure water and poor sanitation. 

Just as important is a decent 
diet. UNEP says that “nutritional 
anaemia afflicts children in most 
parts of the developing world.”. At 
present, world food production is 
barely keeping pace with popu- 
lation growth. 

■ More pesticides, and in greater 
variety, are being enlisted in the 


battle to meet the growing 
demand for food. These pesticides 
can contaminate human milk and 
though information is sparse, the 
report says that mothers can pass 
on small amounts of these pol- 
lutants to their infants. 

Children are the section of soc- 
iety most vulnerable to a con- 
taminated environment. In the 
cities they are at the risk from the 
pollution in the form of smoke, 
sulphur oxides and lead from car 
exhausts. In the U.S.. out of 
126,347 children screened 
recently for lead in the blood, 
7,449 needed treatment to reduce 
lead burdens. Too much lead in 
the blood can cause brain damage. 

Migration and natural increase 
are swelling the slums and shanty 
towns. In some Third World cities 
they are growing at a rate of 1 5 per 
cent every year. 

The shanty town is a world of 
concentrated deprivation and vio- 
lence, where family ties are 
loosened by overcrowding and by- 
the necessity of parents and elder 
children to work long hours to 
earn a bare existence. There are 
no statistics which can measure 
the effect on the next generation 
of growing up in such blighted 
environment. 

Equally damaging to the child is 
rhe lack of education. Enrolment 
in primary schools doubled in the 
developing countries between 
1960 and 1975, but about one- 
third of their 6-1 1 year oids don'r 
even start school. And with 40 per 
cent of their populations under the 
.age of 1 5, it will take an even gre- 
ater effort in the future to main- 
tain today's level of enrolment. 

In some of the poorer countries 
virtually all the children living in 
the countryside grow up unable to 
read or write. It is a vicious circle 
— when their turn comes to be 
parents, they win have little 
appreciation of the value of edu- 
cation. 

Poverty is not the only cause of 


an environment inimical to chil- 
dren. In the wealthier countries 
the special needs of children have 
often been forgotten amid the wel- 
ter of public health arid planning 
laws. 

High-rise apartment blocks, for 
instance, meet all the require- 
ments, but UNEP says “ they often 
still provide a bad environment for 
the development of children. 
There is a real need for studies 
that will ensure that bouses in 
future provide a mini-
